The total num b er of deaths reported 
b y the S tate Board of H ealth this 
m onth was 3,322, a rate of 15.2. 
In 
the proceeding m onth there were 3,860 
deaths, a rate of 18.1; in the cor­ 
responding m onth last 
y ear, 
2,037 
deaths, a rate of 12.7. 
T his increase 
of 085 deaths over A pril of last y ear 
was caused principally b y an increase 
in deaths from ty phoid, diphtheria, 
scaret fever, measles, pneum onia and 
influenza. 
D eaths b y im portant ages 
w ere: U nder 1 y ear 532, or 10.9 per 
cent, of the to ta l; 1 to 5 y ears 250, or 
7.9 per cent of the to ta l; 5 to 10 y ears 
85, or 2.7 per cen t; 10 to 15 y ears *73 
or 2.3 per c e n t; 15 to 20 y ears 144, or 
4.5 per cent. ; 05 and over 880, or 28 
per cent. 
Some im portant causes of 
death 
w ere 
pulm onary tub erculosis 
385, ty phoid fever 50, d iphthe ria 30, 
scarlet fever 21, m easles 40, w hooping 
cougli 14 pneum onia 557, 
diarrhoeal 
diseases 23, cerehro-spinal m en in gitis 
41, influenza 72, puerperal fever 20, 
cancer 89 , violence 134, sm allpox 0. 
The country reports 1,872 deaths, a 
rate of 13.1. 
T his is 2.1 low er than 
the S tate rate and 2.7 higher than in 
the corresponding m onth last y ear. 
The country shows a higher death 
rate am ong old people than the cities, 
b ut in all diseases ex cepting influenza 
it shows a low er death rate. 
In cities having 50,000 population 
and over, total population 252,515, in ­ 
cluding Indianapolis and E vansville, 
reports 39 8 deaths, a rate of 
19 .2. 
T his is 4 higher than the rate for the 
w hole State, 1.6 low er than the pro­ 
ceeding m onth, and 2.3 higher than 
the corresponding m onth last y ear. 
The Indianapolis death rate was 20.2 
and tha t of EvansviLle 16. 


London, June 4.—No further light 
has b een throw n upon the rum ors con­ 
cerning Genera! K uropatkin’s inten­ 
tions. D ispatches in the Morning Post 
from Shanghai and to the Chronicle 
from New Chwang repeat the reports 
of the m ovem ent of the 15,000 Rus­ 
sians to Kaiplng. 
The correspondent 
asserts that five day s’ fighting took 
place at W afangtlen and that the Rus­ 
sians are employ ing 4.000 carts to re­ 
move m unitions 
from Liao to Kai 
Yuen, seventy miles north of Mukden. 
The M orning Post’s Shanghai corre­ 
spondent also say s that General Mist- 
chenko has seat 4,000 cavalry of the 
im perial guard from Kuang Cheng Tsu 
to cut off the Japanese at Pitsewo. No

origin. 
The Daily Mail’s correspondent at 
Mukden, telegraphing under date of 
June S, say s that fighting occurs dally 
b ey ond Liao Yang, b ut that a decisive 
b attle la not ex pected for some time. 
The Japanese plan of cam paign la re­ 
garded at Mukden as having now b een 
definitely disclosed. 
They occupy the 
Liao Tung peninsula in three divisions 
b etw een N akw anllng and W afangtlen 
with a line of com m unication b y the 
coast to their position at Feng W ang 
Cheng. 
The Standard’s Tokio correspondent 
m entions the discredited rum or that 
General Stoessel proposed a surrender 
on the condition that the whole of the 
Port A rthur garriaon should b e per 
m itted to retire to New Chwang under 
arm s.

J o hn V. Hadley was bo rn o n a farm 
in Hendricks co unty, Indiana, Oct. 21, 
114$ 
He left Butler University in 
1861, at the clo se o f his so pho mo re 
year, and jo ined the army as a private 
in the 8 eventh Indiana infantry. 
He 
was wo unded in the seco nd battle o f 
Bull Run August 29, 1882. 
In No vem­ 
ber, 1862, he was pro mo ted fro m the 
ranks to a first lieutenancy, and was 
Sho rtly thereafter detailed o n the staff 
o f Genera] J ames C. Rice. 
He was 
again serio usly wo unded at the Battle 
o f the Wilderness, May 5, 1864, and 
left upo n the field as mo rtally In­ 
jured. 
He was afterward o o nveyed 
by the enemy to a Co nfederate field 
ho spital, fro m which ho spital he es­ 
caped, but after two days’ effo rts in 
trying to gain the Unio n lines was 
recaptured and sent so uth, and was a 
priso ner at Maco n and Savannah, Ga., 
and Charlesto n and Co lumbia, S. C* 


J OHN V. HADLEY 


fro m which latter place he escaped 
o n the 4th day o f No vember, 1864, with 
three o thers and successfully entered 
the Unio n lines at Kno xville. Ttnn., 
Dec. 10, 1864. 
An acco unt o f this ex­ 
plo it was published by Charles Scrit* 
ner’s So ns in 1898 in a neat vo lume o f 
the 
Ivo ry 
Series 
entitled 
“ 8 even 
Mo nths a Priso ner,” the dedicatio n o f 
which vo lume Is to his mo ther in these 
wo rds: 
“ To the memo ry o f nay wid­ 
o wed mo ther, who bo re the chief bur­ 
den o f so rro w while the events chro n­ 
icled herein were passing, this vo lume 
is affectio nately inscribed.” 
J udge Hadley was discharged fro m 
the army in 1865, and upo n his return 
to civil life at o nce began the study o f 
law. 
He was admitted to the bar in 
J une, 1866, married and settled in Dan­ 
ville. 
He co ntinued 
practicing his 
pro fessio n in that city until the fall 
o f 1888, when he was elected to the 
ctro uit bench o f Mario n and Hendricks 
co unties. Upo n the divisio n o f the cir­ 
cuit he was re-elected to the Hendricks 
Circuit Bench in 1894, and fro m that 
to the Supreme Bench in 1898. 
His 
service o n the 8upreme Bench han 
been characterized by a spirit o f co n­ 
scientio us devo tio n to duty. 
J udge 
Hadley has demo nstrated unusual le­ 
gal ability and the po ssessio n o f the 
judicial temperament, and has wo n 
the co nfidence and esteem o f ail tho se 
having to do with the affairs o f the 
Supreme Co urt.

turn of Crops.

4.—B radstreet’s 
weekly review of trade today aays: 
Pending a clearer view of future crop 
out-turn, general trade in industry is 
quiet to the verge of dullness. 
Crop 
prospects have improved in some sec­ 
tion« , but complaints come from oth­ 
ers, so that the situation is as a whole 
still Jrreguiar. 
The volume of May 
business both at wholesale and retail

Iron and steel,

in future trade. 
Collections partaks 
of trade irregularity, but are still class- 
able as fair. 
Prices of staples show a 
general 
sagging 
tendency, 
part 
of 
which is seasonal. 
Briefly summed up 
the situation generally centers upon 
the probable out-turn of the growing 
crops, and until this m atter is settled 
meat authorities look for comparative 
quiet in most lines.
